No. 1867/2013/Home, dated 5-7-2013, hereby 
makes the following further amendments to the Rules 
issued by the High Court under the Kerala Court Fees 
and Suits Valuation Act, 1959, published in the 
Kerala Gazette Extra Ordinary No. 23, dated the 1st 
February, 1962. 

Amendment 

In the ‘Rules issued by the High Court under the 
Kerala Court Fees and Suits Valuation Act, 1959’:— 

(i) in the ‘TABLE OF PROCESS FEES—HIGH COURT 
AND SUBORDINATE CIVIL COURTS’, against item 
No. 1(a), in column (4), for the figure 24.00 the following 
figures and words shall be substituted, namely:— 

“5.00 in addition to postal expenses as prescribed in 
rule 53 of the Rules of the High Court of Kerala, 1971.” 


(ii) In note (iv), after the words ‘The rates shown above’ 
and before the words ‘against item 1’, the following 
words and figures shall be inserted, namely:— 

“in columns (2) and (3)”

Following the decision of the Department of Posts, 
Government of India, to discontinue printing of service
